Delegates  from  all  parts  of  the 
United  States  and  observers  from 
foreign  countries  assembled  re- 
cently in  Champaign,  111.,  to  dis- 
cuss student  problems  and  let 
the  world  know  how  many 
American  students  feel  about  ed- 
ucational issues.

Freedom  of  college  press  reso- 
lution reaffirmed  the  duty  of  edi- 
tors in  cultivating  “freedom  of 
expression  in  the  community  as 
its  editors  believe  just  and  fit-

cepts of  newspaper  ethics.” 
PRESS  RESOLUTION  also 
condemned  censorship  on  what 
editors  may  print. 

“The  aim  and  obligations  of 
the  student  press  cannot  be  fully 
achieved  unless  its  independence 
from  all  forms  of  previous  re- 
straint is  maintained  inviolate 
and  complete,”  reads  the  NSA 
resolution. 

Conclusion  of  the  press  decla- 
ration urges  that  within  the  legal 
restrictions  of  civil  or  criminal 
laws,  the  student  press  should  be 
free  from  control  by  student  gov- 
ernment, school  administration, 
and  all  other  administrative  civil 
agencies  or  ecclesiastical  agen- 
cies. 

FEDERAL  SUPPORT  of  edu- 
cation was  also  endorsed  by  the 
NSA  congress.  Claiming  that  pri- 
vate and  state  aid  are  “inade- 
quate,” the  students  urged  Wash- 
ington to  use  its  “full  resources 
to  meet  the  crisis  in  American 
education  for  the  general  welfare 
of  the  American  people  and  the 
national  security.” 

The  resolution  specifically  sup- 
ports a program  of  federal  schol- 
arships to  students. 

A number  of  delegates  opposed 
the  federal  aid  to  education  reso- 
lution on  grounds  that  such  pro- 
grams are  “give-away  programs 
using  federal  funds.” 

USNSA  ALSO  disapproved  loy- 


alty oaths  and  disclaimer  affi- 
davits. Their  3-point  attack  on 
loyalty  oaths  was: 


(1)  They  do  not  serve  their 
purpose.  (2)  They  offer  a subtle 
threat  to  academic  freedom.  (3) 
They  are  discriminatory,  inas- 
much as  the  NDEA  requires  col- 
lege students  to  sign  loyalty 
oaths  to  receive  federal  aid  but 
other  recipients  (e.g.  farmers)  do 
not  have  to  sign  such  oaths. 


The  1957  NSA  congress  also 
went  on  record  asking  the  Presi- 
dent to  publicly  urge  compliance 
with  the  Supreme  Court  segre- 
gation decision  of  1954.

Hodges  Smashes  Homer, 
Gives  Dodgers  54  Win

LOS  ANGELES  — Genial  Gil 
Hodges,  a “nice  guy”  who 
wouldn’t  hurt  anybody,  crushed 
the  Chicago  White  Sox  Monday 
with  an  eighth-inning  home  run 
which  powered  the  Los  Angeles 
Dodgers  to  a 5 to  4 victory  and 
a three  to  one  game  lead  in  the 
world  series. 

Hodges,  another  of  the  old . 
Flatbush  heroes  who  came  West ! 
with  the  franchise,  thrilled  a 
record  World  Series  crowd  of 
92,550  shirt-sleeved  spectators  as 
he  pumped  a Gerry  Staley  pitch 
into  the  left  field  stands  at  the 
Coliseum  to  break  a tie  and 
give  the  hard-won  triumph  to 
young  relief  ace  Larry  Sherry. 

It  was  a blast  which  ruined 
the  comeback  hopes  of  the 
base-chained  Chicago  club 
which,  after  trailing  by  four 
runs  when  starter  Early  Wynn 
was  routed  in  a riotous  third 
inning,  evened  it  up  on  Sherm 
Lollar’s  home  run  with  two  on 
in  the  seventh. 

But  it  all  went  to  naught  for 
those  frustrated  White  Sox  as 
Hodges — who  has  known  World 
Series  disappointment  himself — 
got  even  with  the  record  books 
by  lofting  his  winning  shot  into 
the  roaring  crowd.  Back  in  the 
1952  series  against  the  Yankees, 
he  went  hitless  in  21  trips  to  the 


| plate  for  the  then  Brooklyn 
Dodgers. 

He  had  stood  by  in  compara-  I 
tive  quiet  this  time,  too,  glad 
of  the  heroics  of  such  long-time  i 
teammates  as  Carl  Furillo,  I 
whose  hitting  took  the  pennant  I 
playoff  from  Milwaukee  as  well  I 
as  Sunday’s  third  game. 

But  they  needed  him  Monday  i 
as  the  sun  filtered  down  through 
j the  haze  of  eye-stinging  smog  j 
and  big  Gil  didn't  let  them  down. 

The  opportunistic  Dodgers  ap- 
parently had  it  wrapped  up  as 
early  as  the  third  inning — once 
again  chaining  those  White  Sox 
to  the  bases  with  frustrating  fre- 
! quency.  For  they  routed  Wynn, 

| the  man  who  had  beaten  them 
! with  a scornful  11-0  game  in  the 
series  opener,  in  the  third  by 
chalking  up  five  straight  hits  and 
parlaying  them  with  two  Chi- 
sox  errors  and  a passed  ball 
which  netted  four  fat  runs. 

There  were  two  out  when 
the  Dodgers  started  rolling, 
Wally  Moon  singling  to  left.  j 
Norm  Larker  followed  with  a 
single  to  center,  Moon  racing 
to  third.  Jim  Landis  tried  to 
nail  him  there  but  the  ball 
struck  Moon  as  he  slid  in  and 
caroomed  past  third  baseman 
Billy  Goodman. 

Before  Wynn,  backing  up  third 
base,  could  pounce  on  it  and  re- 1 
lay  it  home,  Landis  had  come 
up  off  his  knees  and  slid  desper- 
ately home  ahead  of  Wynn’s  peg.
